There were seven of us on that September morning, 1918 when we marched into 
our last year of high school, and now 50 years later, we were six. One of the girls had died 
tragically while young. I was not with the class when they received their diplomas, as my 
family had moved away from my native village a few weeks after I had entered the senior

There were a few feeble jokes about age, but 
it was the teacher who broke the ice by reciting the following story... it seems that an old man, 
feeling the onrush of years, went to his doctor and asked if there was such a tonic that would 
make him feel young again.” Yes.” said the doctor,”there is, but it is very potent. Take two 
tablespoonfuls before bedtime, but no more.” The old man did as directed. He woke up at 
midnight, feeling like a new man. Thinking that if a little did so much good, a lot would be 
even better, he swallowed the entire contents of the bottle. The next morning he was missing. 
His wife finally located him a block down the street, sitting on the curb, a lunchbox on his 
knee and he was crying. His wife said. “You old dunce, what is the matter with you? Why 
are you crying and why the lunchbox?" Between sobs, the old man said, I just missed the 
school bus.” After that the meeting was completely relaxed. 

The reunion started a train of thought in my mind and in the next twenty years I wrote a 
series of stories about my old home town and the people I knew while growing up. I particu¬ 
larly remembered my old classmates. Two of the five girls lived on farms and had gone to 
one of the several one-room schoolhouses in the area. Now they were going to highschool in 
town. They drove into town each morning via horse and buggy, stayed with relatives the five 
school days and then drove back to the farm on Friday night I remember Martha Clark, who 
always drove down Main Street in front of our house, her horse clip-clopping on the dusty 
but sometimes frozen road. There was another student who passed our house ev^yday. His 
name was Charlie Ricketts. He was two years older than the members of my class and dis¬ 
dained the use of a buggy. He rode horseback and there must have been a Cossack in his 
ancestry. He rode like a demon, punctuated by frequent warwhoops. We always knew when 
Charlie swung into Main Street. At age 16 Charlie chewed tobacco, which gained him no 
points with the girls of Keithsburg High. 

My memories took me back to when our business district was crowded on Saturday nights. 
Farmers came to town, tied their horse to the numerous posts and hitching racks, shopped and 


Dear Editor: 

This is in response to the letter from Eugene Making that 
.ippeurcd in last week's Sierra Madre News. He refers to an 
mlormative piece by Felicia Wood on “day workers” as rac¬ 
ist 

I must lake exception to this. Employment in the United 
Slates is a right; it is NOT available to everyone. To be em- 
ploved by a legitimate business requires strict documentation, 
identification, and proof of eligibilty. By contrast, the day 
laborers furnish none of these things. This is a slap in the face 
to citizens and those who go through the tedious process to 
be legally granted the right to employment. 

Furthermore, as they are paid under the table, they do not 
pay income taxes, nor do their employers pay payroll taxes. 
Workers hired legitimately are subject to OSHA protection, 
including maximum work days, overtime, and minimum 
wage. These protections are results of a war fought long ago 
acainst exploitative employers. By working outside the law. 
the day laborers may give up these protections, thus making 
employment more difficult for those who wish the simple stan¬ 
dards that we're all entitled to. If we allow contractors to hire 
people for $3.50 an hour all day and look the other way, 
dixsn't that make it harder for people who are by law entitled 
to a lair wage and an eight hour workday to find such work'.' 

Contractors (gotxl ones) are licensed, bonded, and insured, 
which the day laborers are not. Furthermore, legitimate busi¬ 
ness enterprises in town pay permit fees. 

Aside from these generalizations, the day laborers specih 
cally at the park are a nuisance. They are not Sierra Madre 
residents, yet they disrupt the quality of life for people who 
are. My girlfriend can’t jog past the park without being the 
recipient of lewd stares and catcalls. 

At the very least, shouldn’t these people provide the city 
with pixKif of eligibility of employment?

Camera Connection’s Jim 
Harmon stated that the Cali¬ 
fornia Filming Commission 
is trying to crack down on the 
“bad apples” in the industry, 
and get companies to adhere 
to a code of conduct. He 
stressed that the majority of 
companies were respectful of 
the resident’s comfort. 

A report was given on the 
progression of the construc¬ 
tion at the Jameson property. 
Kathy Brooks voiced com¬ 
plaints of over a year of loud 
music and violations of the 
crew’s Conditional Use Per¬ 
mit (CUP). She cited a will¬ 
ful disregard of the condi¬ 
tions of the permit. Council- 
woman MacGillivray said 
that she wasn’t opposed to 
fining the contractors or pull¬ 
ing their building permits. 
Councilman Adams sug¬ 
gested hiring a full-time in¬ 
spector on the site, and billing 
die contractor. City Adminis¬ 
trator Joyce said that the city 
was prepared to pull the per¬ 
mits if the disregard for 
neighboring residents per¬ 
sists.

Your transmissiort is probably over¬ 
filled. Too much oil can raise the internal 
pressures too high and cause the fluid to 
aerate.

Each one comes with his or her own story, many of them 
arriving on foot after walking for miles, seeking the healing 
they’ve heard about in the medical clinic at Tatoxcac. The old 
woman with cataracts...the 19-year-old man with a cleft 
palate...the child with an orthopedic problem. They may wait 
for hours to be seen. 

The clinic is supported in part by members of Church of 
the Good Shepherd. Each month, $850 is donated to under¬ 
write operation of the clinic. And each spring, about 30 people 
fly to Mexico as part of the Mexico Medical Mission. They 
work long hours, often with outdated equipment and supplies, 
but they bring the healing the farmers and villagers seek.

'They will also join in the church’s “Homecoming Sunday’’ 
salad potluck picnic and festivities, and will meet with smaller 
groups of members to talk together about their mutual project.
